May Be Illegally Used

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QO MATTER how carefully 

one’s wardrobe may have been 

assembled, the time always ar- 

rives, and that, too, before the 
@eason is even half over, when both 
the wardrobe and its owner grow 
weary. It happens this way for 
several reasons—we have borrowed 
summer things to smarten our 
spring; we must borrow fall ideas 
to smarten our summer. Then the 
hints of the coming mode are allur- 
ing—we long to possess at least one 
garment that is touched with its 
charm. 

Added to this, there Is need of @ 
fresh frock for special occasions— 
it may be that the summer ward- 
robe was not wholly completed, for 
the wise buyer well knows that 
mid-summer will find the shops re- 
splendent with new creations, car- 
ried out, perhaps, in the materials 
ef the present, but embodying the 
fdeas of the future. Fashion deals 
fm futures. She is speculative, even 
while she is conservative. She 
knows that she cannot prove, if she 
does not try out. 

For many seasons, now, summer 
has been prefaced by the model in 
printed silk. It was as sure as the 
daffodils and tulips in spring gar- 
dens—and just as cheery and gay. 
But it frequently happened that 
this perennial died with the flowers 
of spring, allowing always for the 
{nevitable exception. But this year 
it has been different. An element 
of differentness was injected into 
the patterns of the fabrics used, 
and the printed dress has grown 
more popular with every passing 
Gay. 

Prints Lead The Mode 

No matter what the occasion, or 
what the hour of the day or even- 
ing, the frock with a printed pat- 
tern {s correct. In fabric it may 
differ, for the silks and crepes of 
the daytime mode are hardly 
appropriate for evening affairs; 
chiffon takes their place. And the 
change that the designers of our 
materials wrought has not effected 
the lovely old patterns that have 
been our staunch friends In seasons 
past. Sprawly flower patterns; 
geometrical designs; and old-fash- 
foned prints are included in the list. 

But the tiny flower print is new, 
in fact, it is the small patterned silk 
with figures set so closely together 
that they give the effect of a solid 
eolor when seen at a distance, that 
has, revivified this mode. These 
eclose-set figures, against either a 
@ark or a light background, are 
well-liked for what we are pleased 
to call the tailored dress—the usual 
choice for shopping and town wear 
being the dark silk printed frock. 

This type of dress follows the 
simplicity of tailored things, but it 
is not as simple as it may seem, for 
pleats, tucks, bows and the soften- 
ing jabot seryvys to make it a very 
feminine thing. While some of the 
models take a contrasting solid 
color for trimming, many are con- 
tent to trim themselves with clever 
arrangements of the fabric, which 
is decorativa enough to serve as a 
trimming for models in solid colors. 
Print does not trim print. 

Ilustrating This Tailored Type 

Four frocks, all of what is 
known as “town” type, have been 
chosen to illustrate this mode. It 
fg the practical frock that we find 
hardest to vary—and for which we 
have the most need. These frocks 
@nswer every daytime purypose, 
with the exception of the one that 
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Worn in AllSmart Places— The Printed Frock- 
It Enlivens the Mode, Grown Weary. 


is touched with formality, in @ 
most satisfactory way, and they 
are proof positive that fall will not 
see a return to either the boyish 
or the masculine type of apparel 
that so long ruled the mode. 

One model, in a silk that has a 
dark background with a small, 
close-set pattern covering it, and 
further carrying out the dark ef- 
fect by a finely pleated skirt, trims 
itself with black and white in a 
sparing sort of way. It is a one- 
piece affair that marks the normal 
waistline with a white line and a 
buckle; tucks the waist horizont- 
ally; edges the hem with black, 
and the cuff line, too; then edges 
the black with the white. Tiny 
jabots, three of them, are edged 
with the white and there is a white 
shoulder flower. 

A two-piece dress tn sprawly 
flower pattern against an indis- 
tinct background, shows a jumper 
that is shorter than the average; 
straight of line; and untrimmed, 
save for two narrow lines of solid 
color at the waistline. The sleeves 
repeat these lines and the collar is 
edged to match, The skirt is 
pleated all-the-way-round to give 
the width that {s becoming more 
and more necessary as Fashion 
swings, apparently, to the flared 
ekirt. 

Feminine Lines Are Popular 

The general theme of a model 
need not be changed by the addition 
of softening details—an example 
of this the frock that ts belted, 
tailored fashion, then made more 
flattering by a jabot, edged in the 
same color as the belt. There is a 
suspicion of a blouse above the 
belt, and the sleeves wrinkle softly 
at the wrist, taking away the harsh 
lines that result, sometimes, from 
a straight, tailored sleeve. The 
skirt has a panel front and side 
pleats. 

Again the jabot, this time a 
double one, is used. It falls softly 
away, on either side, from the vest 
of white with its motif of cut-out 
embrotdery. The skirt, with its 
forward movement, is edged at the 
hemline with an irregular band of 
the white, and there are cuffs edged 
to match. An attractive model that 
shows a deal of originality, it keeps 
to the tailored spirit, nevertheless, 
It would be barred from only the 
really formal occasion, this dress. 

In passing it is well to note the 
fact that there are sleeveless 
models in this group — smart for 
summer and for sports in the coun- 
try. The bolero is one familiar de- 
tail that is retained, and there is a 
very general use of bows—to finish 
the neckline; tie at the waist; and 
outline or stress some special line 
that the designer thinks worth it. 
Tucking is popular and pleats seem 
to be almost imperative—width of 
skirt myst be obtained by some 
method, and pleats seem the most 
logical way. 


Sophistication In Afternoon Frocks 


There is less of real differenco 
between the afternoon dress and 
the evening frock, and there are 
many models that are equally ap- 
propriate for the formality of af- 
fairs that ‘take place any time after 
noon. Chiffon is the preferred 
fabric for frocks in this group, al- 
though there are some very lovely 
printed Georgettes, quite sheer 
enough for the purpose. There are 
more floral patterns worn in the 
afternoon and evening, for colors 
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are more delicate and backgrounds 
@re more apparent. 

Since there are both sleeveless 
and long-sleeved frocks for after- 
noon use, one may be curious as to 
the exact difference between the 
afternoon dress and the evening 
gown. It is a subtle one and hard 
to define, for the very point that 
one would stress might not be dls- 
tinctly of the day or of the even- 


ing. Patterns, let us say—the 
polka dot, for instance A chiffon 
dress, in constellation design, 


sleeveless and caped, 
afternoon choice. But—close by 
there {s an evening frock, also 
sleeveless and caped, but it is not 
the same pattern—thouwh there are 
dots! 

Skirts Show A Difference 


There is a tendency to the use of 
Pleats in afternoon frocks—if you 
stop to analyze the situation you 
will realize that pleats are really a 
tallored detail. They belong in the 
day mode rather than the evening 
mode, and their place is taken by 
the fluttery skirt, a thing of drapes 
and width, when darkness falls. 
Some of the chiffons have edgings 
of net or lace to outline these 
draperies, or to outline the cape. 

When you stop to consider the fact 
that patterns are widely different, 
even for the same purpose, you 
may wonder what fashion pre- 
ecribes for a coat to wear with the 
printed frock. The silk coat is the 
answer to this question—it com- 
pletes the costume and makes a 
correct ensemble.
